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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Yamada et al (Virology 246:104-1 12, 1998) discloses a DNA encoding a protein 
at least 90% identical over its length to SEQ ID NO: 4 or 10, see for example Figure 2 
line 1 and associated GenBank acession numbers. However, Yamada does not isolate 
the encoded protein, using it only in the context of testing its enzymatic activity in intact 
recombinant bacteria. Since the specification defines "isolated" as "enriched with 
respect to cellular components," the reference does not meet the limitations of claim 4. 
Nor does the r&ference suggest how to isolate the protein without Incurring self- 
cleavage, or provide motivation to choose this particular construct over the many other, 
shorter constmcts disclosed as demonstrating protease activity. ■
